Ten or more ratepayers, or any number of persons liable to be rated 
to one fifth of the whole rate of any such contributory place, if aggrieved 20 
by any such award, may send or deliver a memorial to the Local Govern- 
ment Board stating their grounds of complaint, and the said Board after 
due inquiry (either local or otherwise) may make such order in the matter 
as to it may seem equitable, and the order so made shall be binding and 
conclusive on all parties concerned. 25 

Provided that nothing contained in this section of this Order shall 
affect the liability of the sanitary authority as between itself and any 
person or body corporate to whom it may become indebted, in respect of 
any debt incurred in respect of or incidental to tho said costs, charges, or 
expenses. 30 

4. From and after the time of the confirmation of this Order by Act of Par- 

liament, the sanitary authority shall be empowered to put in force the 
powers of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking 
of lands otherwise than by agreement, with reference to the lands and 
premises described in the schedule hereunto annexed, and which are gg 
included in the lands and premises described in the said schemes and 
deposited maps, particulars, and estimates, and are required for the pur- 
pose of carrying the said schemes into execution, within the limits defined 
by this Order. 

5. In this Order the term “ The Lands Clauses Acts,” means and includes the 40 

Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, as the same is amended by the 
Lands Clauses Consolidation Acts Amendment Act, 1860, the Railways 
Act (Ireland), 1851, the Railways Act (Ireland), 1864, and the Railways 
Traverse Act ; and the term “ land,” in the said Acts shall, for the pur- 
poses oi this Order, extend to and include lands, easements, lands covered 45 
with water, water, water rights, and rights to take and convey water. 
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(Labourers Act ) (No. 3). 

6. The compulsory powers of purchasing and taking land conferred by this 

Order shall not be exercised after the expiration of two years from the 
tune of the confirmation of this Order by Parliament. 

7. This Order may be cited and referred to for all purposes as the Youghal 

5 Union Labourers Order, 1885.
